FLUORIDATION OF WATER 


; It is now several years since the town voted a sum of 
money to pay for the installation of a Fluoridation 
system, in its water supply—a move that has been stall- 
ed because of Jegal questions which have not yet been 
answered. There, hasn’t been very much Said about the 
problem lately. 
Some people object to fluoridation of. water, alleg- 
ing that it\is harmful to older people. Others abject to 
it on the sovnds. that it infringes on the rights oe in- 
dividuals, a sense of religious or medical irty. 
There is no doubt that the children do derive benefits 
from cluoridation, 

We at°one time had a thought that if fluoridation 
were to be controlled, but using milk instead of water 
tor the vehicle, a result could be attained that could 
satisfy nearly everyone. If a person wanted fluorine, he 
could buy it with milk. he didn't—he could buy 
untreated (in the sense of fluorine) milk. We took the 
problem to a public health authority, who said that it 
wasn’t feasible for a number of reasons.

Called Operation 25, the 
Adams pbrainctrld consisted 
of placing thy entiys gradua- 
ting class of 250 rookie po- 
Meemen in East Jiarlem, 
easily wné toughest, most 
crime-ridden area, block for 
block,.in the United States. 
His -theory {s that his city, 
like most of the coustry, ts 
underpoliced, and that by 
tripting the police in one 
sector he could substantially 
reduce crime. It worked. 
There was a 50 percent re- 
duction in crime of all kinds; 
burglaries dropped from 16 
a week in one section to 3. 

Commissioner Adams prov- 
ed mis point, But he has yet 
to get the necessary civic 
support to hire the 7,000 ex- 
tra policemen he needs. 

The worgt aspect of all in 
the police problrm seems to 
be that the youth of the na-

departments have a mini- 
mum entrance age of 21. So, 
tmmediately, a large em- 
ployee segment is wiped off 
their prospective e. The 
constant personal to life 
and limb no longer segms to 
lure young men to the ranks 
of the bluecoats. With the 
direct result that the intelli- 
gent, the capable, the adapt- 
able, by the time they have 
reached an age acceptable to 
our police forces, have found 
their place in the sun, and 
there is little inducement to 
give up well-paid jobs to be- 
come law enforcement offi- 
cers. 

In addition, it is no bande 
down snap to get into our 
police departments, Nearly 
all the forces have IQ tests, 
a stiff physical examination, 
@ severe character and psy- 
chiatric check, with a pro- 
bationary period of from six 
months to two years before 
appointment is final. Police 
do not carry a union card 
and there is no guarantee of 
a @-bour week or time-and- 
a@-half for overtime. All of 
this has led many young men 
into other fields. 

Is there @ solution to our 
perplexing police problem? 
In order to attract qualified 
personnel, some police de- 
partments are.turning to the 
use of the apprentice, or 
cadet system of securing 
police recruits. The
